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COVER  STORY 


This  month’s  front  cover  coin  is  a  sestertius  of  the  Emperor  Gallienus,  A.D.  253-268. 
He  was  the  son  of  Valerian  and  was  made  Co-Emperor  soon  after  his  father's 
elevation.  In  A.D.  254  he  was  made  responsible  for  the  defence  of  the  Rhine  frontier 
and  he  achieved  considerable  success  against  the  German  tribes.  In  A.D.  256  Valerian 
left  Rome  for  the  East  and  Gallienus  was  entrusted  with  the  government  of  the 
Western  provinces  and  after  the  capture  of  his  father  by  the  Persians  he  became  sole 
ruler  of  an  Empire,  not  only  subjected  to  barbarian  attacks  but  also  torn  by  internal 
strife  and  much  of  the  history  of  his  reign  revolves  around  frontier  wars  and  provincial 
usurpers. 

In  A.D.  259  Gaul,  Spain  and  Britain  were  lost  to  the  central  government  when 
Postumus,  Commander  of  the  Rhine  legions,  established  an  independent  Empire  and 
much  of  the  Eastern  Empire  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Odenathus  of  Palmyra. 

Although  he  was  an  able  soldier,  he  was  not  the  man  to  stop  the  Empire  fragmenting 
and  he  was  eventually  murdered  in  his  fiftieth  year  at  the  siege  of  Milan  in  A.D.  268. 


THE  RIGHT  PLACE,  THE  RIGHT  TIME  .  .  . 

JOHN  HUTCHIESON 

One  young  man  who  must  be  the  envy  of  every  coin  collector  is  the  Duke  of 
Reichstadt,  who  was  in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time  and  did  not  know  it. 

The  Duke  of  Reichstadt  was  the  son  of  Napoleon  by  the  Archduchess  Marie  Louisa 
of  Austria.  After  his  father’s  downfall  she  took  him  to  the  Hapsburg  court  in  Vienna 
where  there  was  a  hasty  scratch  round  to  find  a  suitable  title  for  L’Aiglon,  the  young 
eagle,  as  he  was  known  as  a  boy.  The  dukedom  of  Reichstadt  was  found  vacant  and  he 
was  thus  raised  to  a  suitable  level  to  mix  with  his  archducal  relations.  He  became  a 
great  favourite  of  that  austere  and  solemn  man  Franz  I,  Emperor  of  Austria,  and  one 
day  as  they  walked  together  in  the  Palace  grounds  grandfather  Franz  put  his  hand  in 
his  pocket  and  gave  his  grandson  a  handful  of  ducats. 

They  were  special  ducats,  as  Stella  Masulin  relates  in  her  book  Vienna  in  the  Age  of 
Meternich :  newly  minted  and  not  yet  legal  tender. 

The  Duke  was  a  generous,  impulsive  youth  who  liked  to  scatter  money  at  the  feet  of 
the  poor  and  he  at  once  gave  away  his  BU  ducats  to  all  sorts  of  people — and  the 
Vienna  palace  had  a  difficult  time  tracing  them  and  calling  them  in. 

The  ducats  were  probably  for  the  1831  issue.  The  Duke  was  born  in  1811  and  by 
about  1830  would  be  just  the  right  age  to  accompany  his  grandfather  on  walks  around 
Schonbrunn.  The  1831  series  was  the  first  of  the  Austrian  coins  to  be  struck  in  the 
collar,  so  the  ducats  were  about  one  millimetre  less  than  the  previous  issue  and  had  a 
milled  edge  instead  of  the  earlier  ornamental  edge.  These  were  the  most  notable 
changes,  but  there  was  also  a  new  bust  of  Franz  I,  not  quite  so  narrow  as  the  1825-30 
series,  and  the  tie-bands  of  the  laurel  wreath  fluttered  free  and  were  not  aligned  down 
the  back  of  the  Emperor’s  neck. 

So  how  much  did  L’Aiglon  give  away? 

At  that  time  the  ducat  was  about  the  equivalent  of  nine  shillings  sterling  (45p). 
Today  a  BU  ducat  of  Franz  I  of  1831  Vienna  Mint  would  cost  about  £250.

HENRY  MORGAN,  A  NINETEENTH  CENTURY 
TOKEN  MANUFACTURER  OF  RATHBONE  PLACE 

PETER  A.  CLAYTON 

The  early  years  of  the  19th-century  saw  the  last  major  issue  of  a  token  coinage  in  this 
country  in  an  effort  to  help  provide  the  public  with  very  necessary  small  change.  There 
had  been  two  notable  previous  occasions  when  tokens  had  been  issued  in  this  country, 
each  time  due  to  the  apathy  of  the  government  of  the  time.  Since  these  facts  are 
merely  background  material  I  refer  only  to  the  large  issues  of  the  third  quarter  of  the 
17th-century  and  the  end  of  the  18th-century.  The  tokens  of  1660  to  1672,  freely 
circulating  in  the  denominations  of  farthings,  halfpennies  and  occasionally  pennies, 
were  issued  by  private  persons,  traders  trying  to  help  their  customers,  and  bore  many 
and  various  designs.  State  prohibition  of  this  private  enterprise  came  with  a  Proclama¬ 
tion  in  1672  that  “all  persons  who  should,  after  the  first  day  of  September,  1672,  make, 
vend  or  utter  any  kind  of  pence,  halfpence,  farthings,  or  other  pieces  of  brass  or 
copper  base  metal,  were  to  be  chastised  with  exemplary  severity.”  A  notice  in  the 
“London  Gazette”  of  25th  July,  1672,  drew  attention  to  His  Majesty’s  displeasure  with 
the  tokens  and  to  the  fact  that  His  Majesty  had  ordered  the  Mint  to  issue  official 
farthings.  These  were  issued  and  were  so  superior  in  quality  to  the  tokens  that  they 
gained  the  public  confidence. 

It  is  obvious  that  private  tokens  came  into  being  through  the  negligence  of  the 
Government  of  the  time  to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  supply  of  small  change. 
Thus  similar  circumstances  in  the  reign  of  George  III  towards  the  end  of  the  18th- 
century  brought  about  the  reintroduction  of  a  token  coinage.  It  was  justified  by  the 
debased  state  of  the  coinage  and  regal  copper  becoming  virtually  extinct.  The  lapse  in 
coinage  occurred  from  1775  to  1799  and  was  thus  directly  responsible  for  the  great 
issues  of  private  tokens.  These  were  mainly  halfpennies  and  pennies  although  there 
are  some  higher  denominations  known.  The  price  of  copper  was  extremely  high  and  to 
the  Government’s  mind  this  justified  the  non-issue  of  copper  coin.  This  state  of  affairs 
was  not  rectified  until  1797  when  Matthew  Boulton  struck  official  copper  at  the  Soho 
Mint,  Birmingham,  under  Government  license. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  the  Government  again  lapsed  in  its  duty 
of  issuing  coin.  This  time  instead  of  individual  tradesmen  issuing  their  own  tokens  as 
previously  had  happened,  firms  were  set  up  who  struck  the  required  coins  to  order  for 
them  and  who  also  issued  coins  that  did  not  appertain  to  any  individual  traders,  they 
were  issued  as  a  money-making  venture.  One  of  these  firms,  probably  the  largest,  was 
Henry  Morgan  of  12  Rathbone  Place,  Oxford  Street,  London.

No  silver  coinage  had  been  struck  at  the  Mint  since  1787  so  that  there  was  a  great 
shortage  of  small  change.  Quantities  of  Spanish  dollars  had  been  countermarked  by 
Boulton  at  Birmingham  for  the  Government  (3,744,583  up  to  1804)  with  the  king’s 
head  and  the  legend  BANK  OF  ENGLAND  FIVE  SHILLING  DOLLAR  1804.  The 
Directors  of  the  Bank  foolishly  adjusted  the  value  of  the  counter-marked  dollars  giving 
rise  to  a  loss  of  public  confidence  and  a  common  saying  that  “Two  kings’  heads 
together  were  not  worth  a  crown!’’  In  1811  there  was  a  public  outcry  both  for  and 
against  tokens  within  and  outside  Parliament.  The  Earl  of  Lauderdale  opposed  a  Bill 
in  Parliament  “to  prevent  the  issuing  and  circulating  of  pieces  of  gold  and  silver,  or 
other  metal,  usually  called  tokens,  except  such  as  were  issued  by  the  Banks  of  England 
and  Ireland  respectively.”  The  Bank  of  England  issued  in  1809  and  1811  inclusively 
only  1,073,501  counter-marked  dollars  as  against  2,325,099  in  1797,  and  1,419,484  in 
1804.  Silver  prices  were  still  rising;  in  August  181 1  it  was  6/4d.  (approx.  32p)  an  ounce, 
by  October  it  was  6/1  lid.  (34p)  and  7/-  (35p)  an  ounce  by  the  end  of  the  year.  However 
from  August  1813  to  July  1816  silver  prices  began  going  down  from  7/-  (35p)  to  4/10d. 
(24p)  an  ounce. 

In  1811  the  Bank  issued  three  shilling,  one  shilling  and  sixpenny  tokens  but  they 
were  of  less  relative  weight  to  the  dollars  of  1804  being  76  to  83.3  grains  per  shilling 
(5p).  Complaints  were  not  so  forthcoming  with  this  issue  as  had  been  with  the  copper 
issue  of  1797,  since  by  their  circulation  some  relief  was  obtained  from  the  chronic 
shortage  of  small  change.  Due  to  the  pieces  lighter  weight  not  many  initially  found 
their  way  into  the  melting  pots — silver  dollars  were  preferred  for  the  melting  pot  to  be 
made  into  private  tokens  showing  a  larger  profit  margin.  However  it  was  gradually 
realised  that  even  the  lighter  Bank  issues  were  arriving  at  the  same  fate  as  the  silver 
dollars  and  being  made  into  tokens  far  below  their  face  value  in  intrinsic  worth.  Table  1 
illustrates  how  diverse  were  the  weights  of  metal  contained  in  many  of  the  provincial 
tokens  and  the  differences  in  face  and  intrinsic  value.  Henry  Morgan  was,  himself, 
responsible  to  quite  a  large  degree  for  the  undermining  of  the  token  economy,  he  not 
only  struck  light  tokens,  as  the  table  illustrates,  but  he  was  also  not  above  forging  other 
people’s  tokens  when  he  had  not  succceeded  in  getting  the  original  tender,  as  the 
Bristol  tokens  to  be  mentioned  later  will  illustrate.

The  way  therefore  lay  open  for  anyone  with  an  astute  business  eye,  access  to  die- 
engravers,  rolling  mills  and  striking  presses  to  some  to  the  public  assistance  in  the 
provision  of  small  change,  at  a  suitable  percentage  profit  of  course.  Henry  Morgan  was 
that  man,  he  was  only  too  willing  to  remedy  the  Government’s  omissions  in  issuing 
coin,  particularly  in  the  south  of  England.  He  advertised  to  supply  traders’  require- 
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meats,  at  first  via  an  accommodation  address,  on  July  28th,  1811,  in  the  “Star 
Newspaper": 

"SILVER  TOKENS  AND  SMALL  CHANGE  supplied  to  Regimental  Pay¬ 
masters,  Manufacturers,  Farmers,  Shop  and  Innkeepers,  Clerks  of  Public 
Works,  and  all  other  persons  who  require  Change  for  their  Business,  or  to  pay 
Workmen. 

COUNTRY  RESIDENTS  may  be  accommodated,  per  COACH  with  from 
Five  Pounds  worth  to  a  large  amount,  weekly,  by  directing,  with  real  Name, 
Occupation,  and  abode,  to  M.  &  Co.  care  of  Mr.  Heaton,  No.  27,  Clement’s 
Lane,  Strand,  London,  enclosing  a  remittance  in  Notes,  or  Good  Bills.  No 
letters  admitted  unless  post  paid." 

He  appears  to  have  moved  premises  shortly  afterwards  to  his  St.  Marylebone 
address  since  an  advertisement  in  the  "Evening  Star"  for  October  12th,  181 1,  says: 

"TOKENS  OF  SILVER  for  the  convenience  of  Change,  of  an  elegant  and 
highlv  approved  design,  suited  to  general  circulation,  are  made  and  sold  bv 
ROYAL  LICENCE  and  AUTHORITY,  and  Dies  for  Tokens,  engraved 
according  to  any  wished  for  Design,  by  direction  to  H.M.,  Die  Cutter  and 
Medallist,  No.  12,  Rathbone  Place,  London.  N.B. — Tokens  will  be  sent  free  of 
every  expense,  in  return  for  a  remittance,  and  ail  letters  must  be  prepaid,  or  will 
be  returned  unopened  to  the  General  Post  Office.” 

Morgan  continued  to  put  periodic  advertisements  for  his  tokens  in  the  newspapers 
down  until  June  24,  1813. 

In  the  "Evening  Star"  for  November  16,  1811,  he  said: 

"SILVER  TOKENS  for  the  convenience  of  Change,  continue  to  be  made  of 
Genuine  Dollar  Silver  by  Morgan  and  Co.,  and  may  be  had  at  their  Licenced 
Manufactory,  12,  Rathbone  Place,  Oxford  Street,  LONDON.  M.  &  Co., 
extensively  circulate  Bristol,  and  other  Tokens  suited  to  general  circulation  are 
always  kept  finished  in  large  quantities  ready  to  send  by  coach  in  return  for  a 
remittance.  Dies  engraved  to  order.  All  unpaid  letters  will  be  refused  ad¬ 
mission." 

In  the  "Evening  Star"  of  January  9th,  1812,  he  draws  attention  to  the  ready 
acceptance  of  his  tokens: 

“The  SILVER  TOKENS,  which  have  afforded  so  much  convenience  to  the 
Public,  and  have  been  so  generally  patronised,  continue  to  be  manufactured  by 
H.  Morgan,  Die  Cutter  (the  original  LICENCED  Silver  Token  Manufacturer,) 
No.  12,  Rathbone  Place,  Oxford  Street,  London.  No  letters  admitted  unless 
post  paid.  Tokens  kept  ready  made." 

His  last  advertisement  appears  in  the  "Star"  on  June  14th,  1813,  when  he  made 
some  very  proud  boasts  indeed: 

"Local  Tokens  of  Gold  and  Silver,  invented  and  first  made  for  Public 
convenience  in  March,  1811,  by  Messrs.  Morgan  and  Co.,  Die  Makers  and 
Medallists,  at  their  Licenced  Manufactory,  No.  12,  Rathbone  Place,  Oxford 
Street,  London,  having  been  honoured  with  Legislative  sanction  and  patronage, 
by  Three  successive  Acts  of  Parliament,  continue  to  make  to  any  design  for 
Companies  and  Individuals,  at  a  short  notice  in  that  superior  style  of  execution 
which  has  obtained  for  M.  &  Co.,  during  the  last  two  years,  numerous  and 
extensive  orders  for  Bankers,  Manufacturers  and  Shopkeepers,  in  almost  every 
city  and  town  throughout  the  United  Kingdom.  N.B.  Unpaid  letters  will  not  be 
admitted.  Dies  of  numerous  Patterns  ready  Engraved.” 

It  will  be  seen  from  his  advertisements  that  Morgan  made  plenty  of  boasts  about  his

superior  style  tokens  and  he  was  always  discreetly  pointing  out  that  he  was  not  going  to 
be  caught  paying  the  postage  on  any  unpaid  letters. 

From  the  information  in  the  June  24th,  1813  issue  of  “The  Star”  it  appears  that  he 
set  up  business  in  March,  1811.  His  first  advertisement  had  appeared  in  the  same  paper 
on  July  26,  1811.  In  that  advertisement  he  obviously  did  not  want  his  address  to  be 
known  as  he  used  an  accommodation  address.  It  is  possible  that  at  the  time  he  was  still 
looking  for  satisfactory  proimises  from  which  to  distribute  his  tokens.  His  Rathbone 
Place  address  first  appears  in  “The  Star”  for  October  12th,  1811,  and  subsequently  on 
a  number  of  his  tokens.  The  curious  thing  is  that  even  the  12  Rathbone  Place,  Oxford 
Street,  address  was  an  accommodation  address.  At  no  time  during  his  alleged 
occupation  of  these  premises  does  Morgan's  name  appear  in  the  Rate  Books  of  St. 
Marylebone  at  that  address.  From  1811  to  1813  the  property  is  listed  as  being  occupied 
by  one  Friedrich  Dietrichen,  at  a  rent  of  £43  with  rates  assessed  at  £5.14.0;  £6.5.5,  and 
£7.3.4  respectively  in  these  years.  The  rate  payable  was  not  large  enough  to  cover  a 
manufacturing  business  the  size  of  Morgan’s  even  if  allowance  is  made  that  Dietri- 
chen’s  name  was  being  used  for  some  reason  or  other.  Dietrichen  was,  moreover,  a 
tailor  and  habit  maker.  Also  the  premises  would  not  have  been  large  enough  to  house 
the  striking  machinery  required  to  carry  on  Morgan’s  business.  It  appears  that  the 
tokens  were  actually  made  in  Birmingham  and  only  distributed  via  the  London 
accommodation  address. 

In  Davis’  work  “The  nineteenth  century  token  coinage  of  Great  Britain  .  .  .”  he 
gives  three  names  in  connection  with  the  engravers  of  Morgan’s  tokens:  Davies, 
Halliday  and  Patrick,  who  in  fact  had  connections  with  the  industry  in  Birmingham. 
Halliday  was  employed  far  more  than  the  other  two.  According  to  Davis,  Patrick  is 
credited  with  one  token,  Davies  with  five,  Davies  and  Halliday  together  one,  and 
Halliday  alone,  twenty.  These  numbers  can  be  raised  somewhat  by  ascriptions  based 
on  die  links.  They  do  nevertheless  serve  to  show  that  apparently  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
engraving  work  was  done  in  the  north,  so  why  not  the  striking  also?

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The  set  detailed  below  consisting  of  a  box  and  12  model  (sometimes  referred  to  as  toy) 
coins  was  a  very  fortuitous  purchase  a  number  of  years  ago,  as  it  would  now  seem  after 
lengthy  research  that  the  box  and  contents  are  unrecorded.  The  box  is  made  of 
pasteboard,  and  is  therefore  very  fragile,  unlike  its  metal  counterparts.  Probably  these 
sets  were  not  issued  in  large  numbers,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  the  coins  themselves,  a 
number  particularly  so. 

The  manufacturer  of  the  coins  and  probably  also  the  box,  was  the  firm  of  Laver  of 
Nurnberg,  Germany.  The  signature  Laver  or  L:Chr: Laver  that  appears  on  all  the  coins 
is  only  a  trade  name  as  Ludwig  Christian  Laver  (born  1817),  died  in  1873  and  therefore 
could  not  have  produced  these  pieces  in  1897.  It  is  on  record  that  his  children 
continued  to  use  his  name  but  no  reference  is  given  as  to  source  of  information.  The 
founder  of  this  famous  family  of  medallists  was  Ernst  Ludwig  Sigmund  Laver  (born 
1762,  died  1833).  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Iohann  Jakob  Laver  (born  1789,  died 
1865)  who  in  turn  was  followed  by  his  son  Ludwig  Christian.  And  surely  any  reader 
interested  in  medals,  token,  counters  or  jettons  could  not  have  failed  to  come  across  at 
least  one  item  issued  by  this  prolific  trio. 

One  is  frequently  asked  to  what  use  were  model  coins  put  and  perhaps  the  following 
offerings,  gleaned  in  part  from  the  quoted  references,  will  answer  this  enquiry:  “As 
gifts  in  Christmas  crackers  or  issued  with  packets  of  tea,  as  advertising  gimmicks,  sold 
on  the  streets  or  in  shops  as  teaching  aids  to  assist  children  with  their  arithmetic  or  for 
use  in  the  large  doll's  house  much  favoured  in  the  Victorian  era." 

Description  of  box  and  contents 

Card  circular  box,  39  mm  diam.  with  push  fit  lid  similar  to  that  as  used  for 
dispensing  pills.  The  lid  has  a  light  blue  label  stating,  in  six  lines,  “A//complete  set//of// 
+  miniature  coins  +//from//|d  to  £1."  At  a  90%  angle  to  and  equally  dividing  the  6 
lines  is  a  Jubilee  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  having  above  and  below  a  line,  all  of  which  is 
surmounted  by  an  ornate  scroll.  The  outer  side  of  the  lid  is  coloured  red.  The  base  is  of 
plain  card  with  the  exception  of  the  outer  side  which  is  coloured  red. 

The  coins  in  the  following  list  are  all  13  mm  in  diameter.  The  /E  pieces  are 
represented  in  that  metal,  silver  by  silvered  iron  and  gold  by  either  brass  or  brassed  /E.

The  above  coin  schedule  is  the  most  comprehensive  ever  to  appear  in  print  and 
probably  emcompasses  the  complete  series,  not  withstanding  the  ommission  of  the 
1897  Jubilee  head  gd.  and  Id.  coins  which  it  is  felt  were  never  produced. 
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AN  ‘UNPUBLISHED’  MINIM  OF  VERICA 

RICHARD  PLANT 


A  recent  continental  sales  catalogue  (Auktion  7  of  Schweizerische  Kreditstalt)  lists 
four  hitherto  unpublished  types  of  silver  minim  of  Verica,  King  of  the  British  tribes  of 
the  Atrebati  and  Regni  c.  A.D.  10-40.  It  would  seem  likely  that  these  are  coins  that 
‘escaped’  from  the  Wonborough  hoard — the  Celtic  temple  site  near  Guildford;  and 
show  the  sort  of  good  things  we  are  to  expect  when  the  findings  of  that  hoard  are 
finally  published. 

Minims  are  very  small  coins,  diameter  around  eight  millimetres,  weight  about  0.25 
grammes,  and  on  anything  less  than  a  perfect  coin  details  can  be  hard  to  distinguish. 
One  face  of  one  of  these  minims  has,  I  believe,  from  close  examination  of  another  coin 
of  the  same  type  that  I  have  had  the  good  luck  to  see,  been  shown  upside  down  with  its 
design  being  described  as  a  ‘vase’. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  the  obverse  depicting  a  bull,  a  fairly  common  British  design; 
the  reverse,  however,  certainly  shows  a  temple  rather  than  a  vase,  and  it  is  the  letters 
CF  (Commii  Filins — ‘son  of  Commius’)  which  are  the  wrong  way  up.  The  details  of  the 
inside  of  the  temple  are  not  clear,  but  the  outline  is  quite  definite,  making  this  the  first 
building  to  appear  on  a  coin  minted  in  these  islands.  It  could  have  been  a  design  copied 
from  a  contemporary  Roman  coin  where  temples  are  common;  but  it  is  perhaps  more 
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likely  to  show  an  actual  building  erected  in  Britain  by  Verica  or  one  ot  his  prede¬ 
cessors. 

If  this  is  so,  then  apart  from  the  unique  Beaurains  (Arras)  medallion  showing  the 
Roman  Emperor  Constantius  approaching  the  city  gates  of  London  in  A.D.  296;  and 
certain  symbolic  structures  (e.g.  Roma  in  a  temple  on  a  ROMA  AETERN  type  ot 
Carausius,  and  the  PROVIDENTIAE  AVG  gateway  of  the  Constantinian  period), 
this  would  be  the  only  actual  building  on  British  soil  shown  on  any  coin  until  the 
middle  Saxon  period,  when  Edward  the  Elder,  899-924,  minted  his  'C  hurch  with  a 
steeple’  and  ‘great  tower'  pennies.
